T. C. Hart, health officer of 
Palatine, says that he was mis­ 
quoted in the item published in the 
Cook County Herald, of Tuesday, 
as regards the extent of Palatine’s 
healthiness. He says that he does 
not claim that Palatine is healthier 
than any other village in Cook 
County, and he should have been 
quoted as saying that Palatine is 
one of the healthiest villages. The 
statement that there were ten 
cases of measles in Palatine this 
spring is also in error. 
It should 
have read, “the greatest number of 
measles quarantine at one time in 
Palatine was ten and that occurred 
four years ago. 
There are today 
just two measles cases.” The En­ 
terprise stands corrected.

ago. His health began to fail and 
he has been slowly growing weak­ 
er since that time, in spite of all 
efforts of physicians. 
Served in World War 
Mr. Heller spent 15 months in the 
army. He entered as a private and 
retired at the end of the war as a 
second lieutenant of the field artil­ 
lery. 
It was while stationed in 
Texas that he met Miss Anna Lois 
Jarrell who he married. Three chil­ 
dren were born, the eldest of whom 
is only five years old. 
The deceased was bom in Mari­ 
etta, O., March 27, 1888. Graduat­ 
ing from the high school of that 
city he entered Ohio State univer­ 
sity. 
Upon his graduation he be­ 
came associated with the U. S. 
department of agriculture. He con­ 
tinued in that and similar work un­ 
til he came to Arlington Heights 
as farm adviser. 
The family 
remaining are his 
wife, three children, Howard, Dav­ 
id, Rose Mary, four sisters, Rosa­ 
lie, Mary, Elizabeth of Arlington 
Heights and Mrs. Chester Oxley of 
Burlington, Vt., and two brothers, 
Ralph of Cambridge, O., and Eu­ 
gene, who is his partner in busi­ 
ness.
